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u^uei- Idris (the “Chair of Idris”) is 2,927 feet above 
level, and with tourists one of the most popular moun- 
ains in Wales. The view irom the ridge (some six miles in 
ength) surpasses even those from the summit of Snowdon 
or extent and magnificence. The most popular ascent is 
rjrfh Barmouth, a distance of about 8 l / 3 miles. 
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
